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PREFACE. 


The period fixed by the Punjab Government for the compilation 
of the Gazetteer of the Province being limited to twelve months, the 
Editor has not been able to prepare any original matter for the present 
work; and his duties have been confined to throwing the already 
existing materia! into shape, supplementing it as far as possible by 
contributions obtained from district officers, passing the draft through 
' the press, circulating tt for revision, altering it in accordance with the 
corrections and suggestions of revising officers, and printing and issuing 
the final edition. 

The material available in print for the Gazetteer of this district 
consisted of the Settlement Reports, and a draft Gazetteer, com¬ 
piled between tS;o and 18*4 by Mr. F. Cunningham. Barrister-at-Law. 
Notes on certain points Live been supplied by distprt offiters ; while 
the report on the Census of tSSi has been utilised. Of the present 
volume, Section A. of Chap. V, (General Administration), and the whole 
of Chap. VT. (Towns), have been for the most part supplied by the 
Deputy Commissioner: Section A. of Chap. 1 J I. (Staristitsof Population) 
has been taken from the Census Report; while here and there passages 
■ have been extracted from existing publications, or have Wen specially 
written for the Gazetteer by officers acquainted with the district. But 
much of the text has been taken almost if not quite verbally, from 
Cun rung ham's compilation already referred to, which again was Irugcly 
hased upon Mr Edward Brand ret ns Settlement Report of the district 

The report in question was written in 1S55, and, modelled on the 
meagre lines of the older settlement reports, affords very inadequate 
material for an account of the district No better or fuller material- ' 
however, was cither available or procurable within th** 



hen the district again comes under settlement, a second and 
.etc edition of this Gazetteer will he prepared; and meanwhile the 
it edition will serve the useful purpose of collecting and publish - 
a systematic form, information which bad before been scattered, 
part unpublished. 

'he draft edition of this Gazetteer has been revised by Col. Grey, 
-Vtlkinson, Mr. Purser, and Mr. Fanshawe. The Deputy Com* 
-ncr is responsible for the spelling of vernacular names, which has 
r ixcd throughout by him in accordance with the prescribed system 
term ion.

Thn- surface of the district is a dead flat, without a hillock to 
diversify the view, except ji few dreary hills of sand which meet 
the eye towards tliu R>uth ami sou life-east* There h, however, a 
marked difference in ft-rilllty U-Lwcon diJterem part* of the d Strict.

The Unit cunt was Aghtiwdh (named after Aglw Muhammad, 
the then taittfldar of Zrni) ; it was taken out from the Sutlej near 
Ihe border of the Ludhiina district; mid the last, Buggowrih ended 
cm the border of the Sirsa district. All the above canals wore 
ready and commenced to run in tlie beginning of the hot weather 
ot I't'u.

Now, however, owing in great mii^ura 
to the efforts made at th-j time nf the £eitlcin.mt in 185. r J T when a 
piece of ground was set apart in every village ns a planbtion., 
for the maintenance of which the head men wore responsible, and 
also to the great iocrea.se in the number of welb round which little 
plantation!! always spring lip, and to continued efforts on the part 
of the district authorities part* of the [^rosepore and Zira Ubsija 
{especial ly near the river) may he considered very fairly wooded* 
The tree* most commonly found are the sin's [acacia sirissa) t 
Attar (acacia Arabtea), far&sh (tamarix er ten tat is), ski sham 
(daUergia sissu) , and, near village^ the pipat ( ficus religiosa). 
The shisham requited some attention ; but the other trees named 
when once planted thrive well, and attain to a height varying 
from 30 to 50 feet. This may be taken as the average height 
of the trees that line the main roads.* In the village plantations 
the trees are generally crowded, and in con&er| nence poorly 
developed.

The following pages are taken 
from the report of Sir JL Lawrence, who was stationed at Feroze- 
pore during the early years of ihc- British occupation t — 

Hot Si town and, territory of Ferazeporo bear every appearance 
of having been not only long located, but of having Win atone 
time rich and populous, The numerous old walls and sites of vil¬ 
lages throughout tbo present waste lamia show flint they once were 
cultivated ; and the extrusive ruins about this town prove it to have 
been el large and sttbstani tally-built city. It is true that the fort 
of Fenasopore is not mentioned in the Ayht Albert, whereas that 
of Mamdot is mentioned. The A yin Akhars\ howrver* cannot (as 
15 pointed out by tCaptain Lawrence) he considered a rompleto 
statistical return ; while the position, extent, and importance of the 
piirgaua, a* above described, give strong grounds for belief that in 
Alien times, wtd commanding then, as now, one of the chief passages 
over the Sutlej, and being on the high road between Lahore and 
Ltethi, Foroscpore possessed at kaxsi a fortress of some kind ; and 
the name and character of Few Shah* afford fair grounds for 
supposing hitn to have been the founder. From ft?! position t 
Feraceporo may have been a mart for the produce of tbo hills 
and the rich country between them and Amritsar ; bdL being in 
the track of many of the hordes that ravaged the North West 
Provinces, the town and territorv seem to have suffered even 
more thou the rest of the country bordering on the Sutlej. 


■ The found*! tun of sevcnii lowni* tnd Mnt'tig them of FLwr, in thfl C-iuotrx 
titwstfa ihf Jama* mil \ht S&tleJ, is utrifanteil to Few &hih 
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During the decay of the Ih I Li empire, the eoiinfrvj which 
had apparently become almost depopulated, was occupied by the 
Dogars, & chin of lMbdt origin, who tire still prominent among 
the occupants of iho district. I bo Dogars wore, ami are still, 
n wild and lawless race, owning no permanent habitations, uni 
delighting rather in largo herd* of i-Ml? than in tlie mors laborious 
occnputLumt of fLe soil. Originally they were alternate! v graster* 
and ratt Epical civ JiLir at alt times Ltd cultivators, and lioM'ing but 
loosely the bonds of allegiance. They paid tribute to the rliters 
set over then! according to the in ran 5 brought to enforce the clm'in, 
mnl when imr-l pressed they had little to lose by desert mg their dwel¬ 
lings. On such occasions the Dogars would place their few chattel?, 
their wamen mi j children, on buffaloes, mid Hying into the tamarisk 
forests of what is now the Dahawalpur territory, or into the almost 
equally inaccessible desert of A Imbar in Sir*u, there defy their 
pursuer*. or take their time for coming to terms. These people, 
who ore Muhammadans. and cull themselves converted descendants 
of the Chftulrins of Drihi, emigrated some yearn- ago to the neigh-, 
bourhood of Pnk Pattan 5 uiid from thence, two centuries ago, 
ftp read for a hundred miles! along both bank* of the river Sotlej, 
from a few miles above Ferozepora to the border* of Balawalpur* 
At one time they were undoubted masters of Mamdot and Khni, 
as well ss of Ferozepore ; their seats were principally in the 
Kk&d&r of the Sutlej, and their occupations past ora] and predatory. 
But a colony of several thousand* settled many jean ago in the 
large inland town of Suntim, and both about Lahore and Dera 
J^mail Khan they are to h c found, Tlio clan is subdivided into 
many branches ; tut almost all the Fcrozeporc Dogars trace their 
origin to Jhihtot. a Muhammadan D Cigar, who must have lived two 
hundred yearn ago. 

It wji* gradually that the Bogars moved from about the 
neighbourhood of Peik Pattan ; and not until ahooE a-U- 1740 that 
they reached Fero*epore, which appears at that time to have form¬ 
ed part of a district called the Lakh a jungle, and to have been 
administered by a /nujt/dr i enjoying civil and military authority, 
residing at Kasiir, and acting under the Governor of Lahore, A 
few villages occupied by Bhattis were at this time scattered over 
the FeroKcpore plain ; but on the coining of the Debars the former 
moved southward, and the Dogars soon established themselves in 
their room. The right of occujsancy of the new possessors was 
allowed by the Lahore ruler, w ho, however, on their failing to give 
security for the payment of Government dues, took their children 
;ifi hostages. Their rebellious spirir H however, soon broke out, and 
they slew the faujddr. Ahmad Khan La 11 11 : hut in the weak 
state of the vice-regal Government they escaped punishment, and 
fora time remained independent of ell authority. 

Sukha Mallu, the head of a tribe as wEM m that of the 
Dogars, and him*<■]f a eat e]« tealer by profrssinn, wa? then np^ 
pointed ftnijd&r \ and sneh was the terror of hi* name, that many 
of the Dognrs absconded \ but he enticed them buck, and for six 
years managed the country, after which time the Dogars assembled 
in rebellion near the TaM* of Fir Baluwfi]; and the fanjddr^ 
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incautiously going among them unarmed and unattended, was Chapter IL 
speared by one ¥um r w\iu Wl Jong vowed his death. Tie follower* “ 

of Sufcha, who were at hind, hearing of the fato of their Jtutoij, 

lodt?r t fled and were followed by the Dogars, who plundered ike Tii? Dogu, 
fanjddrs dwelling* and murderid his son, Kutb. Jut Khan waa 
now appointed faujddr* Being prefixed by the Libore Govern- 
ment fur arrears of revenues ho took refuge among the Dogara, 
and was protested by them. But although the 7 *tujddr thus 
formod an intimacy with lliia t rou Uesom e portion of his dependent^ 
he had no sooner arranged his affairs with hi* superior at E*nhore, 
and returned to Kasdr, than the Dofflirs soiuiiicneod the sumo 
systematic opposition to his rate that they bad carried uu against 
the admin!**ration of his predecessors 

Sbekh Shamir, of Link! (then billed Chmibi), was a violent 
raan f and stirred up hi* brethren* tho Dogars* against Jul Khrin. 

The latter, after some opposition, seized twenty-two of their leader*; 
but in a short time, after levying a heavy line on them, he released 
nil except three, Minna, Muhammad, mn.l Akhnr* Fir Klmn. tho 
head of the village of Dnlehi, where the fattjdar had been reeidved 
during his temporary disgrace* went several times to Jul Khan 
anl begged that he won hi release the prisoner#. On hi 4 refund 
to do *o, Fir Kb nil concerted with Shekh Shamir to seize or slay 
the faufddr* He again went to Knsur, and entice'I their victim 
to an interview with the. rebels on the Kink* of tire Sutlej, promise 
ing to 09# hts influence to effect improved arrangement^ and to 
bring to submission the oontumnoioiu Dogars. In the midst of 
the interview She kb Shamir slew r the J r aujdd* m T and in the svilftlo 
that ensued was himself killed by a diarw blow from his own 
brother, Misri* Yuittf Khan, the Xaib of Jul Khan, to avenge 
the murder of his master, put tho hostage* to death by sawing 
tlioir bodies across, and hacking them to pieces. The manuscript j 
do not show who succeeded Jul Khdn as fa u id dr ; and Gon- 
pidering the then disturbed state of tlio Empire, it b probable tho 
Dogars were loft for a time to themselves; for they seem, on 
failure of a common enemv, to have turned their arm* a gainst 
each other. One party idling in a hand of Padj£ns p the other of 
MoghaU, to Bid them, these ausiliarie^ fomiod po#fe in different 
villages, received a share of tho Hakimi does, and were neglected 
or res peeled ai^ording to their strength and character, (hie of 
the a I lie* so called w;n> Mahmud Khan, son of late 1 'uujddr Jul 
Khan. 

In AJ) I76£W54 P Harri Singh, chief of the Bhangi m 'sl t SlUi parted, 
seized and plundered Kaffir and its neigh bourherad* Among the 
auirdtm in his train wa-i Gurjft (Gujar) Singh (whose son -Sahib 
Singh afterward* married the sister of Matin Singh, the fa i her of 
Raiijft Singh ) p who p taking lib brother Xu*liahn Singh ami lit* two 
nephew*, Gurbakhih Singh &nd Ma* tun Singh, crowed the Sutlej 
Opposite Knur, and took possess ton of Ferozepore, the fort of 
which was in ruira-i ; while Jai Singh Ghana, with another band 
from tho Fame quarter*, sensed Khah Win p urnl Bajfdpur, m 
tho neighbourhood of Ferozeporp* and made them over to 
thoir subordinate^ a* Gurja Singh did Ferezcporo to his oephew p

soon leagued, and expelled Gurbctfch*b Singhs garrison from 
the newly-repiirpd fort of Ferazeporc. The. fatter thou estuk 
Ifrhcd himself in SultAn-Rhnn-vra!n + where was a mini fort, 
and from thence a till managed to get the third portion of tha 
Government shrire of the FiWzeporo village, Earbin Dogar nnd 
8unriii Do^nr dividing between them a thin], and Muhammad 
K3mn receiving the remainder. In the year 1771 Mohammad 
Khan started for Amritsar with some ‘horses for sale. On 
lib first encamping ground Gurbakhidi Singh attacked and 
teak him prisoner, and then recovered I he fort of Feregsapore. 
Between the yenw 1763 and 1771, Gurkikhsh Singh acquired 
a considerable territory on the right bank of the Sutlej ; htlfc 
in 1771, the aame year that he recovered Ferozapore, a change 
in the course of the Sntfej left the Suklw Nai rlrv, and carried 
away or rendersl waste all the FVrozepore villages but snren. 
On regaining hVozepore, Gurhukhdi Singh rebuilt the fort ; and 
leaving Im uncle, Baja Singh, si- Governor, raoras&rd the Sutlej, 
and employed himself in increasing and securing hh possessions in 
the Punjab, and in co-operating with Im kinsman and patron* 
Gurja Singh, in a dispute with whom, however, for n partition of 
their acquisitions, Mas tin Singh, the brother of Cmrbakhsh Singh, 
was soon after killed. 

Ciiirbakhsh Singh* who was n native of AsiJ, near Khemknrn t 
where his father was originally a ziLntfndrir* bad four sons and 
three daughters. The son* soon became troublesome to their father ■ 
Jai Singh, the youngest oven commenced operations on hi* own 
nocount, and when forbidden to do so arrayed himself against his 
father. Must probably Induced by sneh conduct, Gurliukhsh 
Singh resolved to divide his estate* during his lifetime. The 
authorities differ ns to dates, hut it was about a.d. 1792 that tlia 
old sardor divided In's possessions among hi* son?*, reserving Singah- 
pnra for himself* To his eldest son* Dhnnnn S?ngh T he gave 
Sattar^garh, Bhedlan, ami Mulrilim* north of the Sutlej ; to thd 
second T Dhrmnn Hingh* the fort ami territory of Ferozeporp ; to 
the third., Gurmukh-Singh, Sahjam, north of the Sutlej ; and to Jai 
Singh t Xsggatr. Sap Ear 3 Zhanna Singh redd id in the fort of 
Ferozepnre, and Ghirifcakhsh Singh and his oilier soils on their 
respective allotments beyond the Sutlej, But all seerrt to have konfc 
up friendly communication with each other ; and Dhanna Singb, 
especially, appear* to have Wen mtleh at Feroisepare. and T n* well 
ns bis father* to have afterwards found a refuge there when 
doponciNd of their mpntiTO territories by Xihal Singh, 
AUrtwiiln. 

Sard dr Dhanna Singh appears to have been unable to match 
his grasping neighbours, or \o restrain his unruly subjects* tha 
Doga ns who almost immediately on hi* accession, invited the 
inroads of Nizam-tid-dm Khan* the FatJmn chief of tva^dr, who 
accordingly sent troops to Dukbi. Dtanua Singh, being unabfa 
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to Twist them, entered into a compromise, and yielded to tho 
Patli&u a half share of the Dogw villages that had been spared by 
the last eruption of the fsutlej. This arrangement by no means 
pleased the Dogars, who immediately called in the' rai of kot 
Jagrion, the descendants of a family that had long been local 
paramount*, under the Sirhtnd Viceroys, of the greater portion 
of country between Sirhind and Mamdot, The Jagraon force lay 
for some weeks, if not months, under the walls of the fort; and. in 
1839, Sir II, Lawrence picked out one iron six-pound shot and 
several wooden plugs that appear to have been driven into the 
southern wall with a view of effecting a breach. But for those 
days the fort was strong, and was relieved in time by S&rdrfr 
Rat Singh, of Bursa, the fkther-in-taw of Sanldr Dhatma Singh. 
Jlo also expelled tho Kasur Path dr s from their portion of the 
seven villages ; but on Rai Singh's retirement Sfadm-ud-diu 
returned and regained his Tooting. In a.». 1807, Mnhrirairt 
JLinjit Singh having acquired Knsdr, nude it over in j&etr to 
his tavounto ami coadjutor, Snrdar Nihn! Singh AWriwulm who 
soon dispossessed Gtirbakluli Singh and his three ifm . H of their 
tran.s-Sutli'j possessions in tho neighbourhood or Kasur. Tim 
Dogurs, who were looking for a change, invited Nihil Singh’s 
approach to Feroxopore. He gladly acquiesced, anti crossing 
the river tits lodged Dhanna Singhs garrison from tho village and 
kot of Dill chi. 6 

About the same time another branch of tho Tlogar dan 
settled at Bdraki. Having applied for aid against their chief 
to Mora, a celebrated courtezan at the Court of Lahore, die asked 
the MahArtya for a grant of Femsepore, and without a shadow 
of right in the matter he granted her request. Backed by tho 
power of 1 tan jit Singh, Mora sent troops to enforco her 
claim, and seized tho village of Bfindd, Pharma Singh, being 
thus pressed, was offered assistance by his enemy, Nihil Sinch 
extremity accepted it. Uniting (heir troops they 
expelled Mom s garrison from Hindu’ ; but had no sooner done 
M than Nihil Singh made an attempt on tho fort of Ferozepore, 
wlucn s however, resided him . 1 * 

In A.ti. 1808, SajdirNiUl .Singh again crossed the Ruilej 
m the train of Kanjft Singh, and bv stratagem effected the lodg- 
ment ol a garrison in the fort of Khai, a stronghold for Lhe time 
an miles soiitb-werf of Feroaepore, and then belonging to Nizam- 
ud-d in Khan. Occupying thus Dclebi on tho north, Brfmki on 
tho west, am Khai on the south-west, ho hemmed in the Femze- 

nonas, and shared the produce of their lands equally with Sarddr 
Dhanna Sipgh, who, from the weakness of his character, wu quite 
unable to cope with sock a stirring leader. Dhanna Singh wa> 
therefore, delighted to hear at this time that the British Govern¬ 
ment had taken on itself tho protection of all the country south 
of the Sutlej/ on wtiEch point he w’iia no ?=ooner informal than 
be^Jdr^iSifD. Ochterloirr. the Agent for mh affiiln and 
m a letter cUtcd 2Sth March begged lo bo admitted under 
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the Company '3 protection in the same manner as was his relative, 
Bhagwati Swtgh, of Bnria and Jagfidri A favourable answer 
wns retnmei3 t and, by order of Government, a copy of the Pro¬ 
clamation of Seven Articles was sent to him, showing that the 
British Government guaranteed the status of 1808, uls it obtained 
previously to Maharaja Hamit Singh^s irruption, when ho broke 
tip from the conference at Kasnr with Mr, Metoalfe, in the month 
of October of that year. In tlie year 1811 the Lahore Govern¬ 
ment deputed an agent to wait on Sir P. Ochfcerlony, 
one of the objects of the mission being to obtain sanction 
for seizing Pharma Singh’s bud flonth of tba Sutlej. Sir 
D + Oehterlony, however, dit^laiened the tight, stating that 
Ferosapore had neither been originally given to Bon jit 
Singh, nor had been eongrawd by him; and that whatever 
portion of hi* territory Dhumui Singh still retained on the adoption 
of Mr. Metcalfe** treaty, to that lie was fully entitled by the 
British guarantee. Government coincided with Sir D. GehterlonY s 
and from that time nndl the late sardaris death no claim on the 
territory was made by the Lahore n,iEcir + 

In" a.p, 181849 Sard/ir Dhnnnn Singh died, leaving hi* 
widow I^icbman Knnv&r, tho daughter of itai Singh, of Borin 
and iTag^dri, he ire - of his possesion*. The smrdirai having 
placed her fttthcrdodaw, the old Snrdar Gubakhsh Singh, in charge 
of the territory, proceeded on a pilgrimage to the shrines of 
Hard war, Gajfi p and Jaggarnitb ; hot during her absence her 
h Lid guid'd nephew, Bhagul Singh, the son of Dhnima Singh, 
gained admittance to the fort under pretence of visiting hb grand¬ 
father, Gurbnthjih Singh, and being supported in his usurpation 
hy Sardnr Nilml Singh, they two administered and shared tha 
profits of the territory In concert. In 1823, Sudoral 
Luchin an Kunwnr returned from her pilgrimage, and ap- 
pealed to the British authorities against the usurpation 
of Bhftgel Singh, Captain Boss, thu Deputy Superintendent, 
of Sikh affair*, rep relented her ease to the Lahore Agent, and 
the Maharaja immediately recalled his vassal p Bhngel Singh, 
and allowed that Ferozeporo belonged rightfully to the SanMrni 
as tho separated share of her husband given him daring the Hfa 
of Gurliiikhsli Singh, The old sardir died at a very advanced 
ftge 111 Fcrozepore, in the year 1823, anil Bhngel Singh died in 
the Punjab in 18 2d, Sardftmi Bachman Kunwar died in December 
1835 ; and, leaving no children, iho heritage of her territory fell 
to the British Government, 

The importance of the position of Ferozcporo had been pointed 
out to Government by Captains Ito^s and Murray ; and during 
the s&rdfrnT* life tier often-exprei&ed wish to exchange her 
turbulent territory for a more peaceful one in the neighbourhood: 
of her kinsman of Euria had been explained to tha British 
authorities ns offering a good opportunity for taking up a com¬ 
manding position opposite to, and within 40 miles of, Lahore. Bat 
an aversion to enlarge our boundary, or to alarm the Lahora 
dartoir* deterred the Government from accepting the sardirni s n 
offer, though it was at the same tmv nctiiici lg lk$ l(K*l 
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officers tbit oh 110 protect vdnt^ver wn* Eimjft Singh to bo per* 
untied iu obtain of hYrozepore. 

Early in ILieutenant M^ekcson was deputed by Captain 
Wwde to Fero* e-pore and Lahore, iu arfccrtuLjt tin- limits or the 
lute snrdnrm’s territory, and to adjust out new rtlulicufl with 
thu Mwhirsiju. Lieutenant Maukeson aeon ascertained that the 
only uiuiUpLitp 1 portion of the property was ihe city and it*

direction* the cultivators of which lived urnler the wall* of the fort, 
and did not even enjoy their scanty Linda without the cover of

Some years latter Golub Singh died 
under suspicions circumstance^ and w succeeded by hi* younger 
brother. Fahflr Singh. Fahar Singh praved himself a wise ruler. 
Ho located many new' villages and brought large waits tracts 
for the fint time under the plough, attracting immigrants by 
light rates of assessment and by the good faith with which he 
kept hi- promises* He was one of our most faithful allies during 
the Sutlej eompign* and was rewarded with the jigfr already 
mentioned,, nutf with the title of Ihijrt* Fuhnr Singh died in 1849, 
and was succeeded by \us sou Wnztr Singh, a weak man and all 
inQiTmpietent ruler. Tin* prestige, however, of Palidr Singhs nets 
still remained, and the natural [iisjosttiuii of the liaja was net such 
as to lead him to the commission of acts- of tyranny or excess* 
Ho died in 1874 t and was succeeded by his son Bitrama Singh, 
who is- about 3U years of age* and for seme years before hi* fathers 
death took an Active part in the administration of the State. He 
is an iutclli^cnt prince, and anxious for the welfare of his people, 
though not highly educated* Since hi-: accession ho has pet him¬ 
self vigorously to work to reform the adrniuL-tnition on the 
British model* and hrts borrowed the services of British 
subordinate revenue officials to mottle and s.-sess the territory. 
He is also engaged In the preparation of improved codes of law 
for hh people.

and had openly declared their contempt, of the resolution of the 
57th, was considered ^faiitiehr Oil the 14th May, as isoon na news hy T 
express from Lahore ofibc Delhi dfaster rcncfiod Brigadier Innc* p 
who kid the previous day taken command, lie ordered the entrenched 
m*m\ to be hi mediately garrisoned by part of Her Majesty* a 
tilst Foot and the Artillery* All ladies were also removed thither, 
and the two Regiments of Native Infantry ordered into camp an 
position* of about three miles apart. The way of I he 45th Native 
Infantry lay past the entrenchment. As they approached, their 
column insensibly swerved towards the glacis * the movement laid 
barely been observed when they swarmed up the slope and attacked 
the position. The Europeans in nn in.-tant divined their intent, and 
rudicd to the ramparts with the kivonet The attach was re¬ 
pulsed ; but before the dlst could bad, the sepoys dashed at tlie 
pdo t whence they were abo flung back, and then with an nir of 
injured innocence they reformed their column and marched quietly 
with I heir European officer* to the camp. During the night tho 
church, the Roman, Catholic chapel, tlie scbookhotise, IT officers* 
houses and other buildings were burnt to the ground by the men 
of the lotL but not bdhro the chaplain* the liuv P U„ Ik 5]a]£bj% 
failing to obtain a guard of European, had baldly rushed unattended 
through the infuriated sepoy* T a Eld into the blazing church, 
and hid succeeded in rescuing the register# nut of it, On the 
HUi the treasure was moved into the eutrenchmout, nud it was 
discovered that of the 45th Regiment there only remained 1*43 
men ; the ml, with a largo part of the 5Ith p laid deserted.

On the Ilth July, the IlMh Light Cavulrv was, a* a prccuu- 
t lunar v measure, dismounted and disarmed ; but on the lUth 
August the wm made a rush at their horsey cut loose about 50 of 
them, and seizing every pony or h 'rao they could find in the 
station, including many oHicenj^eluircers, mounted and rode ut¥ 
for Delhi. Witls the connivance of lhe native horse-keepers of the 
artillery, they also attacked the guns, but were repulsed, though 
not until they had killed three of the filst Regiment, and wounded 
three* of whom one was a female* They also cut down Mr, 
the Veterinary Surgeon of their Regiment, Of the lit mutineers 
captured, 40 were executed, and the remainder, with 25 of the 
Artillery horse-keepera. tmuparted or imprisoned* In the jail IH 
persons, including the Naw&h of Han 1 :l. who hnd been captured 
liy Mr. Ricketts in the Ludhiana district, were hanged.

SECTION B-SOCIAL AND RELIGIOUS LIFE, 

The houses of those who live in towns and arc well-to-do are 
often of burnt brick, two or three storeys high, and generally 
ornamented with gaudy fretcoe* of historical or mythical seruei 
and personages. The villagers content then]selves with wall? of 
on burnt hricl or mtid s of one storey only, with mud roofs supported 
by rafters. The wood work is the most valuable part of tlio 
structure, and the customs which allow or forbid outgo Eng tenants 
to remove it are jealously guarded. An ordinary villager's house 
consists of an outer verandah room fronting the common enclosed 
yard, with the private apartment behind. In one corner of the 
yardj next the house, is an earthen barrel-shaped receptacle for 
grain ; in the houses of the more wealthy will he found several of 
thcac receptacles which are used for storing everything of value. 
In the courtyard the cattle are stabled ; the fuel—cukes of cow- 
dung—plsitfiera the walls ; and there the aptuniiig, eooking f 
nnjoEmgi and gossiping goes m during the day, in preference to 
the small and dark inner rooms lighted only from the doorways. 
The furniture consists of light bedsteads, a few stools, a spinning- 
wheel or two, and domestic vessels of pottery or bmss. Along the 
banks of the Sutlej dwellings are commoidy constructed, by the 
poorer classes, of branches of trees and the stout jungle grass, 
skilfully interwoven or wattled* The villages consist in general 
of rows of these bouses, huddled together, and forming a number 
of narrow, crooked lanes* The entrances of these lanes form tho 
only menus of access to the interior, os the houses all open inwards, 
their hack wall forming n ^ori of outer wall to the village. Each 
village is usually subdivided into fiaiiis (quarters), and these 
again, in the larger villages, into ihutss (sections); distinguished 
by the names of considerable in habitants. Nearly every villngo, 
however small* has at hand one house of entertainment for stran¬ 
gers, the dknr*nsdi^ which is also the common lounge oi tho 
inhabitants* The dharmsit is somewhat letter built titan the rest 
of the houses* and its expenses are defrayed from the common 
village fund. Usually also a space is kept unoccupied in the cen¬ 
tre of the vi llage, for holding meetings of village greybeards, &e.

The upper dress of the women is, as a rule, a .sheet or loose 
jacket of coloured country doth. Tho MusainidiiiB wear the 
ordinary trouser*, loose at tho top, hut tightly gathered into plaits 
at the ankle. The Hindu women generally wear a short, coloured 
petticoat (gogrs), and in some pans of the district both trousers 
and petticoats are worn, A sheet (c/iMar) U worn over the head, 
commonly made of coarse white cloth. 

The food of tho common people consists of barley, gram, Food, 
sometimes wheat, fratdr, SAjra, maf/i t ami mttrtpt) and buttermilk. 

The general custom Es to hake thick cake*, which are eaten in the 
morning with fasst t and in tho evening with dd* (split grain) or 
mnrtgi\ or more comilionlv of grain and moth* In the hot weather 
a dish of boiled moth and Mjr& U substituted fur the evening 
cakes* During tho hot season, Muhainmadnns got tboir bread 
baked at the common oven ; but otherwise it is baked on a girdle* 

W hero greens (j^) are to be bad, they often take the place of i/d/, 
and if a man is WfilUoJe ho uses butter-milk twice a day ; &$, in 
the estimation of a Jat* there is no food compantldc to it, Sait, 
chillies 1 and other condiments are also used.

1 #00, they moved to the ncu^droitrhoud 
of MiikEm ; but Wing driven out from there by the Nmptds, who 
crossed over from Kastir some vears latter, they finally settled 
down about Dharmhot, where (hoy are now found. They are 
divided into two gats or clans T Hie Ulter and the KatMwn.

Their favourite 
crime is cattle-stealing. There are* however, some respectable 
porous among them, especially in the FerfrKeuore ff/rktr. It k only 
within the Inst few year* thud the principal Dognrs have begn n to 
w.'fcr any covering for the head. Formerly the whole population,

The I Jarirs are an fcdrrntted off shoot of the great "Rhnti t family 
of Sim ( Bhatmnn) and J ui&dzni r. They trace their descent tin 
one Kadlm* grand fat her of tkinlr, who was the first to migrate ro 
these parts* Front the Erst of these they derive the name of •SidEm* 
hy which they are often designated, though a» a rule most members 
of fbe tribe are content to accept Bardr u* rlieEr eponymous hero. 
They form two main d i virion 5 ? (1) The families inhabiting Kot- 
Kapura, Muktsar, MarL and Moodke*. 1 * and the native state of Efarid- 
hot i ami (2) the families of Uhiirliaii and Mnhrdj, tn which belongs 
the famous FhaIkmn represented by the Ilajih of Patiala, JbinJ p 
and Niiblia. (See also ante, page 23. T 

The Barsrs are inferior as cultivators to the other .Tat tribe* ■ 
they wear finer clothe*, and consider them so]vc? a more iDnstrhm* 
race* In days gone by they were the most desperate daeoit:? of 
the country ; and infanticide flourished to such an extent among 
them that scarcely a young girl was to be found in all their villages. 
The origin of this crime i* -aid to have been that n chief of NaMia 
was once entrapped into betrothing hEs daughter to a man of an 
inferior cu?le ; the chief .kept his word + and completed the marriage, 
hat to prevent the recurrence of a similar disgrace, agreed with all 
his tribe to put to death all daughters that should thereafter ho 
bom to them. The practice k now believed to bo extinct. 
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Next in importance to the Bardins are the Gila, found in the 
ChtnJc Cbuhar-CkJij Dharmkot, and Sudani ugh circle*. They 
claim to bo descended from Pirthip], :i Vamya Hajpfit, Uaja 
of yarbmatliulu, who* having no ismio by bin liiijpiit wives, 
hv the advice of his astrologers mar tried a Bhdiar Jnt worn™ 
by whom ho had a son, The story them run* that the child 
w a * t through tins Jealosy of the king's other wivr* t cxp osei| 
in a marshy spot and left to perish ; hut was fortunately rescued 
trv the Ibija's Tniru^ttTt who adopted him and called him Gil 
from jf//f T £t wet' 1 }, wit li reference to the pine" from wlihrh hr li«l 
Tt-sLim.l Imm This child bream* the progenitor of all the Gils* 

This is the most peaceful and Industrious, and themed skilled 
in agriculture. of all the Jat tribes' of the dhuriot* They inhabit 
the E h i■ Jti[ circle, and the adjoining territory in the states of Patiala 
and Nkbha. Mr + Hmndrcth speaks of them as ^ the best agrtcul- 
turis-Es of the district.” 

Thb la the last and smallest of the four chief Jat tribes ; they 
ot*rupy only a few villages to the south of Kot Isa Khnn + Ihey 
claim to luvv-e been Tun war Rajputs, who Wing been driven from 
their Immc at Itehli by the Chauhnns. took to plundering tho 
country, whence their name, which signifies 4i plunderers” Tired 
at length of this life they gave a da tighter in marriage to the 
Dlniriwals and were adopifri into the Jat community. As cul* 
tivators they rank with the Gil.H, before the Baron?, but below 
the Dhiriwala. 

The only tribe of any size in this district of a distinctly 
criminal character is that of the Hannas. Their principal haunt* 
are the villages of Tnraj mid Sukanaud, but they arc found scatter¬ 
ed throughout the district* one or more families residing in nearly 
every village, where they are eritortninod principally for their 
excellence u* tracker 1 *. Their tradition says that they come from 
far south, ami pos'd hi v they arc-connected with the hunting tribes 
of Son them India. Their name b taken front the baura or snara 
with which, ns previously mentioned, they capture deer. They 
dll tbi.'Eirielycs orthodux Hind us, but their worship Is confined to 
tluit of Kali, or Dnrgrij whom thev regard as a goddess of ht Ip as 
well as of vengeance ; and their only spontaneous lit era Eure (If that 
mnv be so colled* w hich is unwritten) ccofiist* in songs and hymns 
to her praise, Their language h mmitelligrble to the ordinary 
villager^ who stigmatise it as an xrgoi or thleveri dialect They 
themselves siy It Is a heritage, which i* more likely ; it approxi¬ 
mates in character to the Sanskrit ic dinlcets of more Southern 
India, with many non-Sanskritio vocable* imbedded in it. 
Their character and mobility are very low* but their theft* aro 
gen cm I ly Eiotty, and their reputation is rather that of gipsies 
in Eli gland than of more dangerously criminal tribes At present 
their chief and favourite occupation is that of hunting, and their 
principal weapon the snore, in the use of which they arc very 
' skilful , hut graduolIv they arc rising from the hunting to the 
agricultural stage, and but for the baneful system of ea^te which 
prevent* them front intermarriage outride their own tribe, they 
would doubtless soon bo merged in the orderly classes of the 
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Chapter HI, 0- community, Physically they are a small 
—™ nances winch shew very small intelligence.

When a theft takes place* the sufferer im¬ 
mediately vends for a tracker, with whom ho makes no agreement, either 
w> pay him one or I wo rupees, and Ink* his chance of the property being 
recovered, or to pay him a larger sum in the event only of tte being 
found. It la in the caw of cat Ho thefts that the track mg system is must 
■occesafLili 1 suppose about half the number of stolon cmfElc itrc wcorered 
In this manner. It must not bo concluded* however, that half the number 
of thiefe»aro oleo apprehended, fur iho practice of the cattle stealer is 
this i lie drives the stolen animal ms far as he thinks it, wife to do ao p and 
then ties It up in some desert spot and leaves it there.

Tli 0 beat trackers, howevor p do not confine themselves to this 
fpetic* of tracking alone; they are able to recognise a tnnn by Ids 
footprints. Where other people wuuld study a person's fere with the view 
of recognising him again, they study the print of h lb feet. Thev pny 
jHirticukir attention to the footprints of my known bad character*. I haw 
met frith sorno extraordinary instances of the aecurecj of their knowledge 
In tins respect. It is only a few days since that I committed a man to tlio 
Beraiona for tho murder of A child for its ornaments who was detected 
solely tty iho im|]ressbm of Id# feet being lecegnisod. The headmen of 

the village wc^t with the tracker to tlio spot where the murder had been 
Committed. He followed tlio tracks of the murderer for some distent* 
towards the village and at last said * 1 These are evidently the footprints 
of so and so' naming one of iho residents of the tillage, Tlio headman 
immediately wont to the house of the person indicated, and feu nil the 
ornamenta buried in the wail.

The Gifr& H&reakai Family traco their succession in a 
direct line from Guru Rimi&s, after whom the great Sikh 
Temple of Amritsar is called. The founder of tho family was 
Gdru Jiwan Mat, who in Samhat 1909 came from Muhammadpur 
in the Chuniau tahstl of the Lahore district, and settled at the 
place now known as Giirii Harsahaf t so named by the iotinder tn 
honour of his son. lie was succeeded in order by Guru A jit 
Singh, Guml Amir Singh T Guni Golab Singh, Guru Fatteh 
Bingb, and Bishen Singh, who is now living* The religious 
inflnenco of the family was decidedly great np to tho time 
of Guru Golab Singh, not only among the Sikhs of the 
neighbouring district? and foreign State?, but in^ Sinlkot, R&wdl 
Pindi, tho Derajat, Kohit, and even a* far m Kabul i bnt this 
influence has been decreasing from Guru Fatteh Singh's time, whose 
family quarrels with his sons continued until his death. Now tho 
family has hut little influence, and that too within a very limited 
circle ; and it is believed that, should tho present family quarrel 
between the three brothers, including the present Giini, namely, 

Bishcu Singh* continue longer, this leading family will soon sink 
to tho level of common land hold era.

When tlio villages owned by these castes came tinder the 
dominion of the British Government, the grain payment was 
commoted into n money assessment, and the Sett]aments wore 
all made with ihe Do gar or Nrilmd proprietory These proprietary 
bodies, however* being altogether unaccustomed to money rate» F 
an J tin willing to incur the responsibility of them, with very few 
exceptions attempted to sub-let iheir village* to Hindu traders 
on the same terms which they had enjoy ail under the Hlfch govern* 
meat, the sub-lessees standing in the "place nf the Sikh Knrdir, 
paying the Government revenue, and collecting the rente in tho 
rnannor described above. This method of procednre s however, 
was forbidden by order of the Punjab Government* 

In a yil logo £0 held, all non-proprietary cultivaters paid 
their rent in kind previous in the regular Settlement, Even in 
the case of such crops ns tobacco or vegetable?, the rents wero 
either paid in kind, or by what is oiled Ai£r& t or sale of the 
crops. Tho cultivator sold the crop on the ground without 
dividing it, with tho sanction of flic proprietor, ’ and then paid 
him the same share of j ho price that he would have done of tho 
crop had it been divided* At the time of the Settlement all tho 
cultivators with rights of occupancy received pc million to com- 
mute thetr former rent in kind for n money payment, the maxi¬ 
mum rate of which, including all expenses, has been fixer] at 
30 per cent.* on the Government demand. In special rases, 
as where the cultivator has sunk a well at his own expense, 
or broken up the waste land at some cost to himself, a lower rate 
has been fixed, and tho same considerations have been held to 
confer on him rights of occupancy. It has also been laid down 
that at any future period either the proprietors or the cultivators 
shall be permitted to substitute a money payment instead of 
that in kind, provided that their application for this .pnrprue 
is preferred in the month of Jerii, j>.* before the rainy 
season commences, and before any expectations can he formed 
regarLimg the nature of the ensuing harvest. 

The dues of village servants (Sami ns) are deducted from ibo 
common sSock before the division of the propriVlori* riiarr is made. 
In the some manner are also deducted about a seer in tho znaund 
for the patwAri 1 together witli a quantity, which varies from about 
two to four seers in the maund, and \> called AAurtA* It is taken 
by the proprietor to cover the expenses to which he it put in 
guarding and dividing the crop*

Government revenue on their land. The only practical distinction 
ii iidrrstood at the time of Settlement to remain between such tenants 
and the proprietors was that the former were not permitted either

torv l>OL3y„ subject to l lie sanction of t ho Uqiiity Comm i *$■ ioner* Each 
village has a chief headman, and w here there is only ono headman, the 
fame acts both as liradjuan and chief headman. This system camo 
in force from the Inst settlement of 1872. As a general mh\ chief 
headmen represent I he body of headmen ; hut as regards collection 
of la ml revenue they possess no special authority. 

Before 1872, there were no saiiddrs in the district. In such 
parts of the district, as tifivo zgilddrs^w henever a vacancy lakes 
place, a sail dir is appointed by election From the headmen of the 
nfii! or clrcle h the boundaries of which are, ns far as possible, so 
fixed as to correspond with the tribal distribution of the people* 
The saiiddr riailds in much the same relation to ibe headmen of 
the sail m rice chief headman to (hose of his village. Both the 
xaiiddr and the chief headmen are remunerated by a deduction 
of one per cent* upon the land revenue of their circle. It is done ns 
follows i—The headman or Ituubard&r collects the total amount of 
the land revenue parable by bis village, from which be deduct?! seven 
per cent* vis*, 5- *}„ for himself ntid 17 * for the chief headman, 
find 1“ \ fertile xatiddr; the two latter receive their dues from 
the former, who take the net amount of I he land revenue to the 
talisil, minus the above deduction.

If it is, he gets mo sir in tho man produced. Tho kumbJir is 
paid a$ tho iarMdn^ Ho lias to supply tho pots of tho well, and 
n few dishes and! cups and milking poti, twice a year. Tim black¬ 
smith makes and repairs die ploughshare, the trowel, reaping hook 
and bntehet* lie also repairs the shovel-inn ttock + He b paid by 
the tenant at one-half the rate of the carpenter’s pay. The zhuh r<f 
bay no fixer! duties, nor u his pay fixed. He hay to mako himsolf 
generally useful, and do his master's &egdr labour. He is paid 
according to the amount of the harvest. In case of dispute, his 
wages arc calculated Lit five per cent, of the outturn. Beride* 
these dues, and tho owner’s mdiiJtdna or mal&a, a deduction at 
varying rates, enicnlaletl on the proprietor’s share, Is ma le from 
the produce before division, on account of tho dkarmii or weigh- 
wtatn ; and also on account of the mufiassif or watchman. Tho 


deductions made Moro division of the produce amount approxi¬ 
mately to 10 nor cent*, varying from to 10J.

In some villages 
the cultivator is oot allowed any reaper! for the autumn hamat, bat 
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ia obliged to cut it himself. In cotton fields* the blacksmiths, the 
earpenteia, mid the potters are remunerated by their wivui being 
allowed to pick cw much cotton as they are a hie tn one day* In 
some estates the cultivator may mst on ns many reapers as he 
please*, in others he is res trio ted to u certain non] her for each 
plough. 

The subject of the employment of field labour* other than llint 
of the proprietors or tenant* theniselvei* are thus noticed in answers 
Furbished by the District Officer and inserted in liio Famine Report

TIao wages of labour prevailing at different periods are shown 
in Table No, XXVII., though tho figures refer to the labour 
market of towns rather than to that of villages. 

The last two Hues of Table No. XVI. show the number 0 f 
r-erioa-s holding service grants from the village, aud the urea so 
held. But the figures refer only to laud held free of revenue* 
which is by no means the only form which these grants assume. 
Sometime* the hud is leaded to the grantee ut a favourable rent 
or on condition of payment of revenue only ; sometime* jj je u wne ^ 
cultivate and pays rlie revenue* making over the produce to tho 
graistee ; white occasionally the grant consists of tho rights of 
property in the land, which, subject to the u*ual incidents* such 
as responsibility for revenue and the like, vo=£ in the person per¬ 
forming certain specified services at such time and for so long as 
he performs them. These grants are mo?t comm only made to 
village mentals a ml watchmen on condition of, or in payment for, 
services rendered* to attending at temples, ttl04M]ues t sbrinc*, or 
village mt-houses so long as they perform the tin ties of the post* 
ami for maintenance of monos tones* holy men* teachers at religious 
fvhoob, and the like. 

Table No, XXXII. give* statistics of sales nnd mortjmjiesi 
of land ; Table* Nos, XXXUL and XXX If LL show the 
oporatmus of tho Registration Department* and Table Xo + 
XXXIX. the extent of civil litigation. But the statistics of trans¬ 
fers of Land aro exceedingly imperfect ; the prices quoted are 
very generally fictitious \ and any figures which we pos^*s afford 
hut little real indication of tho economical posi tion of the landholders 
of the diouicL

The food is of the simplest, girdle 
cakes fchupattis) of meal, milk, ainl ght^ mid the drink* water- 
On occasions of feasting* for betrothal, morrioge, funerals* or other 
religions and social gathering?* sugar fgwrj and sweet meats 
are lavishly distributed. These, indeed, aro the chief* or only* 
extraordinary expenses of the peasantry ; hut by pernicious 
custom they are often no heavy as to plunge them into debt, unci 
even lead them, when once in the humLi of the money-lender* to 
utter ruin* Every peasant has Lis account with the village 
money-lender* mu, owing to the want of education* is 
very much at hi^ mercy.

commonly taken m lieu of interest, The mortgagee generally 
stipulates for the right to arrange for the cultivation as bo pieam, 
but in practice the owner usually retains possession.

The prizes for horses were, therefore, discontinued ; but the cattle 
Fair continued to be held at Murtw till 1882, when it was 
abandoned in Favour of the fair at Jalalabad in the Limn dot 
Estate. 

The Xuwab of Mamdot held his horse and cattle Fair at 
Jalalabad for the first time in January 
1882* and the prizes given hy him am 
shown in the margin. Prizes were also 
given to owners of cattle, and, ns tho 
Fair was a success, a horse show was 
established at Jalalabad in 1883, at 
a distance of about 18 miles From 
Muklsar, the time for which was fixed to follow the Hukinr 
fair hy a Few da vs. Jala In I tad is a new town in the Mnnidot State, 
The depart meat of borso-breeding operations luis had the gene-* 
rul management of these fairs hitherto held at Jalalabad. Tho 
following arc the rules* together with the scale of prizes offered in 
1883 (vidf Punjab Gazette,*’ Part ILL, dated 28th September 
1882, pges 702 and 103)* The Government grant Rs. 850 for 
prizes in 1883 was supplemented by a similar amount given by the 
fcuwdb of Mfiffiadoi; and In 1884 the Nawab awarded prizes of 
value equal lo the Government grant of Its. 500* The number of 
exhibits in 1883 was 372* of which 18 wore sold* Remount 
officers secured on.lv one gelding. In I88d t the number of 
exhibits was Bill, of w hich ^4 wore sold* inclusive of nine auimaU

The town itself 5g divided into two parts hv the main bazar, 
which runs from the LteEhi gate in the south to the Bottom* 
wriln gate in the north, ami in which are to be found the 
shops of almost all the principal npn in the city. The other 
streets are of loss importance and have nothing remarkable m 
thorn except the Ludhiana gate 6dzar f where country carts are 
prepared in largo numbers, and for which there i* a large demand 
in the district for the carriage of groin from one jtcirt of tho 
country to the other. There are three principal markets in the 
city—*i#., MandJ Shifearpuruin t Mands Nauharmn, and Ganj 
IlnmjS Daaa. Tho first is, perhaps, the finest of them all, 
snrroundHd on u'E ^5 1 It's with large double-storeyed buildings of 
the rich men carrying on trade in iron in this market* Tim 
other two are chiefly remarkable for ex tensive dealings in grain, 
that take place in them, besides their being used as drfiSis fur 
the storage of grain. 

The nt reefs of the city arc generally wide and well paved, 
but tho drainage system is very defective, and stands much In need 
of improvement. The Municipality hav« under consideration a 
new drainago scheme which, when carried nut* would greatly 
■enhance the healthiness of tho town- Well?, of which there is a 
largo number within tho city, constitute at present tin? only 
source of water-supply of tho town. The water is generally 
good, hut It i« behoved that the water-fable has greatly risen 
in almost all tbo wells since the opening of the district canals, of 
which three are to be found within tho municipal limits* One 
of these canals runs round the greater pari or the city. 

Ferozcporo can boast of no buildings of any architectural 
importance. Tho only ono that deserves mention in this place 
is the Hindu temple, called tho Gang/i mandril having a small 
gar Jen attached to it, and situate near tin- B&n&rawsijn gate. 

The old fort of the city is now no pnore, but some traces 
of it are still left ; and a tomb of a Muhammadan saint, called 
Kiif ^hah Va|f T situate on an eminence, indicates (he site of 
the fort. Thu tomb is considered hy tho Muhammadan 
community to bo a place of great sanctilr, and even now large

Tho income of tho municipality i? chiefly 
derived from octroi levied on almost all goods brought" within tho 
municipal limits- 

The difltri*'t;of Foroioporo 5^ pre-eminently the grain-prod twin g 
district of the Punjab, the staple articles being gram, wheat* and 
rape seed. The wheat trade bus of Inte bean eonriderablv det eloped 
and largo quantities are exported to Karachi for shipment to 
.Europe* The town is a favourite dep3t for the storage of grain, 
which remains eo! lectin] in t rumen sc quantities and i? ro-ex ported 
whemevor favourable opportunity is found by the grain dealers.
